WITNESSES NOT CALLED 



Inquiry Confined to The 
Cases Touched Upon by 
Ayers. 



The grand jury adjourned Wed- 
nesday afternoon, declining to at- 
tempt any investigation outside of 
the Fire Marshal's testimony. 

The following official report was 
made: 

' The grand jury desires to report 
to the court that since we were em- 
paneled on January 2, 1908, we have 
investigated every specific case and 
returned an indictment therein which 
was embraced in the call for this 
term as shown by our report to the 
court this morning. We have also 
investigated the cases of Herman 
Richard Crenshaw and G. B. Powell, 
charged with being in the raid upon 
Hopkinsville December 6-7, 190' 
These two cases were submitted to 
us by the Fire Marshal, Mr. Ayres, 
We received a list of the witnesses 

' from the Fire Marshal on Saturday 
evening last. There was no testi- 
mony or information submitted with 
the said list to indicate whether 
they were important or not. We 
investigated that list, but felt that 
we were unabl i to proceed intelligen- 
tly with it until we received a copy 
of the testimony taken by the said 

t Fire Marshal in his investigation of 
the raid upon Hopkinsville, and 

^, Aence issued no subpoenas for the 
said witnesses before receiving said 
testimony, and we did not receive a 
copy of the testimony taken by the 
Fire Marshal in any case except the 
two cases of Crenshaw and Powell 
until 11 o'clock yesterday, January 
7. Since receiving a copy of the 
said testimony taken by the Fire 
Marshal we have read every word of 
same and same is the testi- 
mony of most of the witnesses sub- 
mitted in the said list to us on Satur- 
day. 

After careful consideration and 
careful reading of all said testimony, 
we do not find sufficient proof in all 
of it to make a charge against any 
person of being a member of the 
mob that raided Hopkinsville, nor 
do we find sufficient proof therein to 
start an investigation against any 
one. Feeling, therefore, that we 
have fully completed the investiga- 
tion of all the cases submitted to us 
by the Fire Marshal, or contained 
in the copy of the testimony furn- 
ished us by him, and having no fur- 
ther information before us, we de- 
sire to turn over the said testimony 
to the court for reference to a future 
grand jury and be discharged.

The year 1908 should be a year of 
development for Hopkinsville. Eve- 
rybody of an enterprising spirit will 
agree to that. We do not believe 
that the citizens of Hopkinsville will 
be contented to let the year pass in 
any old way — just to exist and come 
out even at the end of another 
twelve months. 

But what are we going to do? is a 
question that everybody ought to 
consider. It seems that there is no 
chance of getting factories of any 
kind. Does the future of Hopkins- 
ville depend on getting manufac- 
turers to invest their capital ihere? 

Well, what are we going to do? 
That is the question we started out 
with. It is for the people to say 
what is to be done. It is up to the 
people to do something. A business 
man remarked the other day that it 
was time for the people to be about 
starting up new enterprises, 
didn't name any enterprises that 
ought to be put on foot. He knows 
that something ought to be inaugu- 
rated and thought that it was time 
for the city papers to begin arousing 
the people to action, 

We only wish that he had sug- 
gested something as a starter while 
he was expressing himself. Of 
course the papers will do their part, 
They always do that, but publishers 
as a rule are not able to finance an 
enterprise, no matter how plausible 
it may be. We wish somebody 
would take the trouble to let us 
know what the city ought to get at 
first. We stand ready to endorse 
anything that is right, from building 
a city park to getting up a union 
meeting at the tabernacle; from 
building a nice entrance to River- 
side Cemetery to sprinkling the 
principal streets; from putting <a 
drinking fountain on Main street to 
a dog tax. Anything that may be 
best for the city. 

It strikes us that just now is a 
good time for people to lend a help- 
ing hand to the Commercial Club. 
We believe the possibilities of the 
organization are great, and are sat- 
isfied that it is open to suggestions 
and ready to act when occasion pre- 
sents itself. But the club cannot 
accomplish everything without the 
assistance of the people. So it is 
plainly obvious that what is to be 
done during this year must, to a 
great extent, be done by the people 
themselves. 

There is no doubt but that 
of our people are lacking in i 
tion just now. They *eem to have 
gradually passed into a state of des- 
uetude that prevailed a quarter of 
a century ago. They need a tonic. 
They are ageing too fast. They 
ought to get hold of tHe papers of 
some of our neighbors occasionally, 
Henderson and Clarksville, for in- 
stance. They have their civic associ- 
ations, development committees, 
and the people are alive as to 
what is needed and what may be ac- 
complished. And they are going af- 
ter everything in sight, and a good 
many things that are not. 

We know that some of our mer- 
chants, and doubtless all of them, 
are anxious to see conditions more 
hopeful for the new year and will 
readily second any move that may 
tend to start the ball rolling. 



After a conference held yesterday by the independent tobacco buyers 
of Hopkinsville, at the suggestion of Mayor Meacham, the signed agree- 
ment below was entered into by all of the buyers of the city. For some 
time there have been rumors that the buyers were trying to buy Associa- 
tion and Equity tobacco and the County Committee of the Association ap- 
pointed a committee Monday to investigate. This agreement should set at 
rest all apprehensions on this score and bring about a better feeling gen- 
erally. The agreement follows: 

Hopkinsville, Ky., Jan. 10. 1908. 

In view of the fact that we have heard it rumored 
that we had bought tobacco pledged to the Association or 
pooled in the Society of Equity, we deem it only just to 
ourselves to say, to the public generally, that we have not 
knowingly bought a pound of tobacco pledged to the 
above named organizations, not interfered with said pledg- 
es in any way, nor will we do so in the future. 

We will say further that should we unknowingly buy 
any tobacco pledged to either of said organizations, we 
will refuse to receive same when notified by the proper 
officials. 

We desire to add that the above has been our consist- 
ent policy. Early in the fall, representatives of the differ- 
ent concerns visited Judge Fowler, vice chairman of the 
Association in Christian county, and informed him that it 
was our desire to do nothing that would interfere with 
the amicable relations existing between us as buyers and 
the Association and gave him our assurance then that we 
would not under any circumstances, knowingly, buy any 
crop of tobacco pledged to the Association.

RIVER IS SPANNED 



ALIBI AS DEFENSE; 



New Bridge May Be Opeued 
Up For Traffic In 
A Month. 



The steel bridge over the river on 
North Main is being put up rapidly. 
Almost a dozen men are at work on 
it and the span has already been 
made. The frame work supporting 
the entire structure will not be tak- 
3own until all the different parts 
are put together. City Engineer 
McClaid said yesterday, with good 
weather conditions, the steel frame 
work will all be in position by Mon- 
day or Tuesday night. He said that 
the time as to when the entire bridge 
will be ready for serviee cannot be 
foretold. After the frame work 
finished the work of putting in the 
concrete floors will begin. Both the 
drive and foot way floors are to be 
of concrete. Pedestrians will be 
allowed the use of the footways a 
week after the concrete work 
done, but the driveway cannot be 
opened for three weeks after the 
concrete floor is put down, as it will 
take at least that long for the work 
to settle and solidify. 

The people on the North side of 
the bridge have been very patient 
since the old bridge was torn down 
last fall. Though they had to "coon 
it" over the temporary crossing for 
over three months, they are very 
much elated that they are to have 
a bridge that is wide enough for the 
passage of vehicles without causing 
people afoot to have to wait for a 
chance to get over. The driveway 
will be 20 feet in width. The foot- 
ways on both sides will be 5 feet in 
width and will be separated from the 
driveway by iron railings.

They gain for their 
aldea and their agenta men. women 
and children, wives of lawyers, mer- 
chants, church workers and any class 
that they can. Some of them make 
a business catering to the Epworth 
leagues, the Sunday schools, the 
churches, and have plans by which 
the people are humbugged and loaded 
down ,wlth Inferior goods, and 
league, the Sunday school or 
church getB a little cheap furniture, 
b dinky-dinky thing almost worth- 
less for all the trouble gone to. 

These premium concerns that put 
out baking powder, cheap coffees, gro- 
ceries of every kind and description, 
generally put out the cheapest kinds 
of stuff. Recently eamples of " 
goods that have been received from 
them have been sent to the chemists 
of the pure food departments in a 
number of t'ttz., and universally the 
goods were found to be of the rankest 
kind.

doctored up with roasted cereals 
and chickory; the baking powders 
; an abomination of cheap acids 
and other materials; the extracts 
were wholly synthetic, produced from 
coal-tar products, and eo adulteration 
was carried to th« extreme. These 
goods were sold at the highest prices 
and were of such class that no re- 
spectable grocer In any city or ham- 
let would have them in his stoc^.

Claims Penalty Assessed by 
Judge Landis Parallel 
With Great Northern. 



Washington, Jan. 6.-On behalf 
of the Standard Oil Company At- 
torney D. F. McKenna, of this city, 
to-day filed a petition in the Su- 
preme Court of the United States 
for leave to intervene in the case of 
the Great Northern railroad, involv- 
ing the Elkins law imposing fines 
for granting or accepting rebates, 
which, it is contended, was repealed 
by the Hepburn railroad rate law of 
the law Congress. The same ques- 
tion is involved in the case in which 
Judge Landis imposed a fine of over 
$29,000,000 on the oil company, and 
consequently the decision in the 
Great Northern case will have a di- 
rect bearing on the Standard Oil 
Company's case. The Great North- 
ern Company was indicted Nov. 8, 
1906, for giving rebates. 

The petition was granted and a 
brief will be filed in the case on be- 
half of the Standard. Attorney 
General Bonaparte made no objec- 
tion, but said the government did 
not concede that the two cases are 
parallel.

1,2000 Men Returned 
Work On Janua- 
ry 6. 



Less than two months ago, banks 
tumbled to rain, railroads curtailed 
operating expenses and stopped im- 
provements, large mercantile houses 
were forced to assign and everybody 
thought the whole country was go- 
ing to the bow-wows. To a man not 
acquainted with the financial affairs 
when millions of gold was being 
brought from Europe, it looked like 
all the gold of the large banks of 
New York City had been shipped 
across the water for safe keeping— 
or, maybe, they were getting ready 
for a panic that would force the 
President of the United States to 
take water in his fight against the 
trusts or do other things that the 
financiers might want him, that 
did not exactly coincide with the 
President's ideas. One thing, how- 
ever, is sure, the panic came, but it 
is gratifying to know that the whole 
country seems to be going to work 
again, as will be seen from the fol- 
lowing— 12.000 men resuming work 
in one day: 

1,000 Bootmakers Resume. 

Woonsocket, R. I., Jan. 6— The 
Millville Boot Mill of the Woonsock- 
et Rubber Company resumed opera- 
tions today after several weeks' shut- 
down. All departments will be run- 
ning before the end of the week.giv 
ing employment to 1,000 bootmakers. 

The American Wringer Company's 
plant also resumed after a shut-down 
of a few weeks, 400 operatives again 
getting employment. 

700 Put to Work. 

Knoxville. Tenn., Jan. 6.— The 
Knoxviile Iron Company today re 
sumed operation of its rolling mill; 
in this city. Seven hundred men 
were put to work after having been 
idle since December 21. The man- 
agement says all its employes are at 
ork; and prospects are favorable 
for a good year's business. 

8,000 Given Work. 

Pittsburg, Pa., Jan. 6.-— According 
to information received here today 
the plants of the Republic Iron and 
Steel Company and the Youngstown 
Steel and Tube Company at Youngs- 
town, O., resumed operations today, 
giving employment to 8,000 men. 

Back on Full Time. 

Northampton, Mass., Jan.6.- More 
than 800 mill operatives, who have 
been out of work since Christmas, 
returned to work today when the 
Belding Bros.silk mill and the North- 
ampton Cutlery Company resumed 
operations on practically full time. 

Over 1,500 Go Back, 

Bristol, R. I., Jan. 6.— Operations 
were resumed today at the plant of 
the National Rubber Company in 
this town after a shut-down of near- 
ly one month. More than 1,500 op- 
eratives were given work. 



Portland, Ore.. Jan. 8 — the Ore- 
gonian has a special from Vancouver, 
B. C. stating that hundreds of Ja- 
panese ex-soldiefs now in Vancou- 
ver have received orders from the 
Mikado to return to Japan at once. 

The gathering of the Japanese is 
being carried out with very much 
mystery. No less than 200 landed 
Snnday morning from a small Amer. 
ican steamer which slipped in and 
out of the harbor before daylight, 
and neither entered nor cleared from 
the custom house. 

Since Friday there has been a 
iteady stream of the brown men 
from the logging camps. No Japan 
ese in the city will admit the coming 
of the order for the return of the 
soldiers, but officers of the Asiatic 
Exclusion League declare that they 
have absolute information that this 
order has been received in Vanco 
since the departure of the American 
fleet for Pacific waters. Many of the 
men now arriving here on their way 
to Japan are from the states of 
Washington and Gregon.

The Governor's Message. 

Governor Willson's message was 
sent to the legislature Tuesday. 
After dwelling on the general pros- 
perity and business activity he con- 
gradulates the state and its bankers 
on the excellent showing during the 
financial stress. He says law and 
order have prevailed for a greater 
of the year in the common- 
wealth which "makes it alMhe n ore 
painful to speak of the renewal of 
irious disorders and lawlessness in 
parts of the commonwealth." He 
gives the history of the tobacco 
troubles and the "night-riders" and 
the peaceful armies. He says the 
lawlessness has not benefited the 
growers a particle, but has been of 
incalculable harm to them and all 
the state. He recommends a statute 
providing that a circuit judge may 
on his own motion and shall on re- 
quest of the attorney general remove 
a case from any county where the 
lawless conditions prevent a fair 
trial to some other county. The re- 
districting of the state on equitable 
basis is urged. A draft of a new 
election law prepared by a commit- 
tee of the Louisville bar association 
is submitted. He recommends 
partisan boards to have control of 
the state institutions; urges that 
election of judiciary be freed from 
partisan influences; and recommends 
publicity of all campaign expenses. 
On the temperance question he 3ays 
he is pledged to a uniform local op- 
tion law with a county as a unit. 
While he does not believe prohibi- 
tion can be sustained in any large 
city he says he will work for true 
temperance. He suggests excise 
boards for cities of first, second and 
third classes with graded licenses 
and rigid laws. He recommends 
more help for the attorney general,

Tri- Weeklies Cannot Be Sent 
Longer Than Six Months 
On Credit. 



There went into effect on January 
1st a new postal regulation which 
will have a material effect on news- 
papers, as the government, under 
this regulation, forces them to col- 
lect in advance all subscriptions, or 
be denied the privilege of the mails 
at pound rates. The law provides 
that papers cannot be mailed at 
pound rates after the subscription 
has lapsed the following lengths of 
time; Daily papers, three months; 
tri-weeklies' six months; semi-week- 
lies, nine months; and weeklies one 
year. While the rule was sent out 
the first of the year, the publishers 
are given until April 1st to get their 
affairs into shape to observe the rule. 
We call the attention of our sub- 
scribers to this new law and urge 
them to look at the date on the label 
which tells when their subscription 
has expired. Ever subscription 
to The Kentuckian must be marked 
up to 1908 by the first of April or 
we will, under the law, be forced to 
disco < them.

The ingredients require* 
are: Oae quart of sifted flour. fW 
teaspoon mis of s 
cupful of b 
ef sugar, I 

salt and sufficient milk to make th» 
dough of a soft consistency. 

My method of mixing Is to slfti tbsj. 
baking powd«r with the flour. I the**, 
add the butter, -which must previously 
have been cut lato small pieces, an4) 
follow with the sugar and salt I ratal 
all these Ingredients together thor* 
oughly with the hands, rubbing tba[ 
butter well into the flour, after whlcKj 
I add the milk. I then mix as lightW 
and handle as little aa possible. > 
With this dough as a foundation* 
It will be easy to prepare any etW 
of the following dtehes : 

Tea Biscuits.— Place the dougfc? 
on the mixing-board and flatten It wit* 
the hand until it Is no more than am 
inch in thickness, hut do not use Vbm 
rolling pin upon it Cut the biscuit* 
with a tumbler, cup or biscuit c 
and bake In a buttered tin, li 
erate oven for about halt a 

2. Dutch Rolls.— Roll the dough out 
until It is about half an inch thick;} 
then dot it with small bits of butter* 
about half an Inch apart Sprinkle* 
generouBly with sugar, and roll as it) 
making a roly-poly; then cut in slice** 
each about an inch thick, and bakef 
In a well-buttered pan in a hot oveai 
for about an hour. 

3. Raisin Loaf.— Make he mixture 
as directed, but add half a pound of 
raisins before adding the milk; then 
bake in a bread tin, in a slow oven for 
three-quarters of an hour. 

4. Shortcake.— Mix as directed?! 
then bake in a round tin for half aa 
hour Split the cakes and butter them 
while hot; afterwards place a lave* 
of fresh fruit or preserves between 
them and serve with sifted sugar and 
whipped cream. 

5. Roly-Poly Pudding.— Mix as di- 
rected; roll the dough until it is 
about half an inch thick ; then cover 
it with fresh fruit and rell it up. 
Place it in a granite dish or earthen 
bowl and steam for half an hour. If 
preferred, the dough may be covered 
with jam of Jelly, and, after being rolL 
ed up tightly, baked, a process that 
will take about three quarters of aa 
hour. 

6. Pie Crust.— This mixture will 
also make a good, plain pie rrust, and 
is especially good when used in mak- 
ing meat pies.

In UM the rltlacns of Le Roy, N. 
T., voted to purchase the electric light 
pUnt. Aftrr operating It a few months 
the city took advantage of n technical- 
ity and turned It over to the former 
owners without having made any pay- 
ment to them. It Is stated that while 
ran by the city the operating expenses 
alone exceeded by 00 per cent the en- 
tire coat of lights under private man- 
agement. 

In 1807 a municipal electric light 
plant was established at Mohawk. N. 
T., bonds for $21,000 being Issued In 
payment therefor. By 1004 the author- 
ities realized that It was costing too 
much, the generating plant was shut 
down, and a contract was made with 
a company to supply current, take full 
charge of maintaining the street lights 
and pump the water for the village. 
This arrangement la said to be satls- 

In 1803 Ballard, Wash., Installed an 
electric light plant at an Initial cost of 
$24,000, which was doubtless Increased 
considerably during the ten years the 
plant was operated by the city. In 
1003 the plant was leased for fifty 
years to a company which paid $3,800 
for the lease and its franchise and 
agreed to do a certain amount of 
pumping for the city waterworks dur- 
ing the continuance of the lease. A 
well informed citizen of Seattle, to 
which Ballard has recently been an- 
nexed, writes: 

"The reason that the city of Ballard 
sold Its municipal lighting plant was 
that the total Income from this plant 
equaled about 30 per cent of the cost 
of operating it."

SOLD AT LARGE LOSSES. 

Four Townt Find Municipal Plant* Are 
Too Expensive. 

In luka. Miss., an electric light plant 
was installed in 1000 at a cost of $7.- 
000. In December, 1006, It was leased 
because of the "difficulty in keeping a 
competent electrician," to quote the 
words of the mayor. 

From Council Grove, Kan., comes 
word that the "city formerly ownea 
the electric light plant, but made a 
failure of operating it and sold dy- 
namo, engine and wiring for $650. The 
present company rebuilt the entire 
system and is giving satisfaction. The 
rate was a little lower under city con- 
trol, but did not meet expenses." 

Some time prior to 1902 Bourbon. 
Ind., contracted for an electric light 
plant and Issued bonds In payment 
therefor. On the ground that It had 
not been constructed In accordance 
with the specifications the town re 
fused to accept it, and the bondhold- 
ers were compelled to take over the 
plant in order to protect themselves. 

Madison, Ind., Installed an electric 
light plant In 1S0C at a cost of $13,000,

When Prened It Makes a* Fine ■ 
Dish aa Could Be Daaired— 
Steamed with Rice and 
Mushroom*. 

Pressed Chicken.— Cover a young 
fowl, cut in Joints, with bol.lng water, 
and iet simmer until tender, together 
with a few slices of carrot, half aa 
onion, and a stalk of celery. Remove 
the akin and bones, and return them 
With the broth to the fire, and let 
simmer until reduced to ahout one 
cup; atraln and set aside. When the 
flesh Is nearly cold, cut Into tinycubea 
or chop fine; remove the fat from the 
hi oth. reheat, and atlr the chicken into 
It, adding salt and pepper and other 
seasoning aa desired. Decorate a mold 
with slices of hard-boiled eggs; in this 
pack the hot chicken, cover with a 
buttered paper bearing a weight, and 
let stand until cold and set. Serve, 
sliced thin, with salad. 

Steamed Fowl with Rice and Mush- 
rooms.— Truss a fowl for boiling, rub 
with the cut aide of a lemon and lay 
on slices of salt pork or bacon and 
steam with an onion and two or three 
stalks of celery until tender— three 
hours or longer. Have ready a mound 
jof boiled rice, seasoned with butter 
'and salt, and dispose the fowl upon 
this. Arrange mushrooms cooked in 
the usual manner about the rice 
Serve with the strained chicken liquor, 
thickened with flour and enriched with 
two egg yolks, beaten with a half cup- 
ful of cream. 

( Jellied Chicken.— Boll a chicken and 
let It get cold In the liquor. Skim the 
liquor from every particle of fat Re- 
move all the skin and bones from the 
chicken and cut the meat into pieces 
of uniform size. Soak a half-cup of 
gelatin in a half-cup of cold water. Mix 
with the chicken a dozen stoned olives 
cut up small and two dozen canned 
mushrooms, also cut small. Bring 
the chicken liquor to a boil, add the 
soaked gelatin and when this 13 dis- 
solved take from the lire and set 
aside to cool. When it begins to 
"Jelly," pour a little of it into a mold 
wet with cold watetr, put In a layer of 
the chicken mixture and when this 
begins to stiffen add more of the Jelly 
and more of the chicken, continuing In 
this way until the mold is full. Set 
In the ice chest for 24 hours. When 
ready to Berve wipe off the outside of 
the mold with a cloth wrung out in 
hot water and turn the chicken out 
upon a chilled platter. 

Cleaning Rings. 

Rings set with precious stones 
should always be inspected from time 
to time to ascertain If the gems are 
at all loose, especially in the case of 
claw settings. It is also a good plan 
to wash them periodically in warm 
soapsuds, to which a few drops of sal 
volatile have been added, an exception 
being made, however, in the case of 
turquoises, which should not be damp- 
ened. In every case the claw set- 
tings should be cleaned by means of a 
wisp of blotting paper rolled Into the 
form of a shading "stump" and worked 
into the interstices so as to clear them 
of any accumulation of dirt.

The officers lu charge of a municipal 
plant are usually satisfied if the books 
balance up at the end of their term. 
They have no Interest In the institution 
beyond the time of their term of of- 
fice. "Let the next administration 
take care of that problem," is the 
uaual reply when future troubles are 
anticipated. And that Is the reason 
why the "next administration" la of- 
ten compelled to make municipal own- 
ership appear as a failure.— Maywood 
(111.) Herald-Recorder.

A rcc*tfl Issue of Molly's Maga- 
ilne fontains a thorough analyst* of 
"Now Zetland Railway Flnarfco" by 
Professor J. K. Le UossIkiioI of the 
University of Denver. • The ivrlter 
points out tbat the New Zealand gov 
ernment, which owns the railways, 
"borrows money at 0.7." per cent and 
latterly at 4 per cent for the mainte- 
nance of railways which earn less 
than 1.50 per cent upon the capital 
cost, and this yearly deficit of ovei 
2.25 per cent roust ultimately fall up- 
on the taxpayers." 

Commenting on a tabular exhibit of 
the finances, Professor Le Rossignol 
■ays: 

"From these figures It ia jelear that 
the capital cost of the roads had In- 
creased out of all proportion to the In- 
crease in mileage, that the working ex- 
penses have Increased much faster 
than the gross earnings and that the 
net loss in ten years has amounted to 
the enormous sum of £4,380,147. or 
more than $21,000,000, and this In a 
time of great prosperity, which can- 
not be expected to last forever." 

After showing that fares average 
about the same as In this country the 
service is described as follows: 

"There are no night trains, and the 
service on most of the lines Is rather 
Infrequent. The best service In New 
Zealand Is that between Cbrlstcbureh 
and Duncdln, where there are two ex- 
press trains daily, traveling at a speed 
of twenty-five miles an hour. On most 
of the other lines express trains travel 
from fifteen to twenty-one miles nn 
hour and ordinary trains from ten to 
fourteen miles an hour." 

The author goes into considerable 
detail in regard to freight ratesr which 
he considers to average about five 
times those of the United States. The 
most serious charge against the man 
agement is that it lends Itself to polit- 
ical uses: 

Politics hm had altogether too much 
to do with the ennstruction of roads, 
jppolntment and promotion of offi- 
cials, the frequency of service, the fix 
lng of rates and the departmental ad 
ministration in general. Railways have 
frequently been built for the sake of 
securing votes rather than traffic anil 
business has been so often subordinat- 
ed to politics that it Is no wonder tbat 
the net returns are political rather 
than financial in their character.

The plant has 
fallen behind year after year, although 
liberal appropriations have been made 
for Its support, and repairs have been 
neglected till It Is little better than a

mined it decided that it would re 
•e $38,000 to put the plant in good 
ning order, and the people were 
ed to vote on the question of ex- 
se.

Sherriff has Authority From 
Governor to call out Mil- 
itia if Necessary. 



Of $500 For Night Riders Off- 
ered By Governor. * 

Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 8.— The work 
of the night riders ih Bath and Flem- 
ing counties, which resulted in thf 
destruc tion of valuable property in 
the towns of Bethel and Sherbourne, 
resulted in Gov. Willson offering a 
reward of $500 for the arrest and 
conviction of any man connected 
with the raid. The proclamation of 
reward offered by the Gov. also in- 
cludes the same reward for advance 
information which would lead to the 
rrest and conviction of any man 
ho had planned or was planning -do 
make a raid in either Bath. Fleming 
Montgomerg and Bourbon counties 
as well as the half dozen counties 
named by him in the proclamation 
last week. Gov. Willson is determin- 
ed to break up the work of the 
night riders, if possible, and any 
counties where it is believed a con- 
spiracy has been formed to endanger 
life and property will be included in , 
his offer of reward for advance in- 
formation which will enable the 
county or State authorities to be 
ready to receive the mob when they 
enter a town. »

Jan. 8.— A Gat- 
ling gun manned by expert artillery- 
men, guards the approach to the 
Lexington tobacco warehouse dis- 
trict tonight. A squad of twenty- 
five policemen are on duty there and 
Sheriff McElroy has authority from 
the Governor to calj the local com- 
pany of militia into instant, service, 
should a raid of night riders be 
made on this city. These were the 
precautions taken tonight by the 
authorities, after the committee 
which went to Frankfort to confer 
with the governor had returned. 

The night rider scare is driving 
the independent growers all over 
the Burley district to rush their 
tobacco to this city for sale. This 
afternoon about 300 wagons loaded 
with tobacco were lined up in the 
streets leading to the warehouse 
waiting to be unloaded. 
• Nearly half a million pounds were 
sold at auction warehouses today, 
the record price for the season of 
twentynine cents being reached by 
one lot.
